university. An Act has been pamted 
to provide for the establishment of n 
university In British, Columbia; Jt Is j 
consequently appropriate that the poo- 
pk for whom th© university I* Intend- J 
ed. and by whos© wealth the univer¬ 
sity will be supported, should care- | 
fully consider where it should be i 
placed. In the establishment of cer¬ 
tain Canadian public Institution* the 
fact has developed that the interest* 
of certain groups of real estate own¬ 
er* have seemed .to have more to do 
with the choice of a site than the boat 
Intercuts of tha Institution Itself. It Is 
certain that through the early awaken¬ 
ing of a considerable amount of pub¬ 
lic Interest In this matter such an un¬ 
fortunate Occurrence can be avoided In 
the foundation of British Columbia's 
university. • k 

A committee of distinguished educa¬ 
tionist*. we understand. Is to be In¬ 
vited to visit British Columbia during 
the coming summer to choose a place 
for the university. Although the final 
choice of a site may be left in this j 
committee's hands, no harm and much 
good may come from the public dis¬ 
cussion of the question u hft tl i»r it- is 
better to pile© our university In the 
country or in a city. 

Roughly speaking, all modern univer¬ 
sities belong to one of two systems- 
the residential or non-rc,!dentlal. To 
the former belong the great English 
universities, like Oxford snd Cam¬ 
bridge. and many of the American 
universities, such as Yale and Har¬ 
vard. In the latter class are the Can¬ 
adian universities, like Toronto and 
HcOlU, and many of the Reotoh unl-
